ht had a mitid to <kal fincerely with him ; and an 
inft;iooe of jftecerity it was po^ very common ; for 
how many lov^r^s ai^e ibere, .^fho never had oncjc • 
ajf) apppriawHyof tiehoUing ^hp faces, of their mi- 
•ftre&s «)nJy m their '^ative^ and without borrowed - 
xhaims? And after aH,- fuch as we fee him, he ' 
appear J mor^ lik^ the god of pleafiire^ than in all ' 
thofe i^canties jand giTacfs the ancients haveheftow- 
ed" upon- hiQ», wnefi they equi|) him as the god • 
r£>f tovje; 9M his mai^tk, with its jngenioua em* 
Ueda0« I3«coine9h«0^hei3^r j'hantl^ fillet,. th^gild-*:^ 
•ed wingSt and th^ foandit^g q.uiver- 

In otbjer refpe£ls^ th^ fe>e moral chara<9:er he

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He acqmts himfelf relfgioufly of the pfomife he 
Biade Don Cleofasr, does him moft important fer- 
vice, and difcovers nothing of that falfehood and 
deceit, for which the inhabitants of his coimtry ar« 
rendered" fo juftly infamous. In pofnt of fi^nfe and 
difcernmept, he fiipports nobly the reputation of 
his brother-dsemons ; he fhews as much difcretioa 
as one could well expedl from the whole fociety 
together ; of which there needs be no other proof 
than what he fays on the fubje^ of his own ^u^*- 
rel with Piflardoc. ** After Which," feys he, 
** our friends reconciled us, we embraced, :ai^d 
*' have cheriftied a mortal hatred agiainft each o- 
** ther.ever fince." This hint leaves more to the 
imagination than can be ex()refftd by words ; and 
you will find an hundred ftich other inftances in 
the remarks he niakes on the folly and vices oft 
mankind. ' ' . - • ; 

Can the foibles of men be -expofed with mort 
fenfe or more force of ridicule than he has exprefl- 
ed ? No; his paintings are allfiniflied. When I 
reprefent to myfelf this ' daemon^ halting on hfs 
crutches, I cannot help confidcring thofe fenrfible 
and fatirical ftrokes of ridicule, with which he 
every now and then lafties the follies and vice» of 
mankind, as fo many parts of the crutches,- which 
he beftov^^ on fuch as he thinks defervc them'; 
and, notwithftanding the carelefs air he puts otp, 
as if feefningly he intended only amufement, he 
never miffes, or ftrikes in the wrong place : his 
arrows are fure, and hit the mark. «• 

Doubdefs the young gentleman impj?oved more 
in one night from the fnftru<5tions of Afmodeus, 
than he had done all his life before from the lec- 
tures of the dodlors of Alcala. Tbefe people, by . 
their eternal jargon, inftil into the minds of youth 
a diftafte of morality and virtue. Inftead of which 
Zambullo f^uad in Afmodeus an artful and able 
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mafter, who could find the way to his pupil's 
heart, and 'whilft he entertained hin>.with,.agrg^? 
aWe fcenes of pleafurabk amufement, conveyed in- 
ilrut'^ion at the fame time, expofmg the foibles of 
human nature,^ and teaching the young fiudent 
how to corre^ them,' without difguftiog him by 
tedious and infipid preledtions,. 
. I am not therefore at all furpriied, that this dae^- 
mbh ihould be' wdl Teceivcd'Upon* hij comiAg.^* 
mong'us. For how can any man in Ftance refufe 
his approbatioruto a work, that,, under the ^ppear;- 
ance of a trMingl amufement, containa fueh :a hap^ 
py aflemblage of wit, delicacy, fenfe, and politer 
nefs ? The minds of men are naturally prejudiced 
againft the drinefs of dogmatic precepts; they 
want to be entertained with^ibmethtng s^re^^le 
and pleafant ; but, along with that, they e?(pe6l 
reafon and fgale.. In }a word, we are a - national 
people, and, Signior Aimodeus has exa(Sly fuite^ 
himfelf to the genius, of Frenchmen. HecertairJy 
mud have corrceived a previous afFe<3ion to our 
^nation ; though I cannot but wonder ^t his gene?- 
jofityiit having J. taker) fo Jong^a jourjne^y to. make 
us wift T, againil his ow.n interefit,. and againft the 
iiitereft of the.fociety iii.gencraly who-, 1 dare fay, 
give him no thanks for hia pains. 
'. Is there any man. Sir,, who does not envy the 
ikuation of ZambuUo, on thofe towers of fpecu-, 
iatiowrwhere Afinodeus pitched him ? As for me, 
J fly, along with him on the wings of fancy, to the 
top of S^g^ados; and behold, in his company, 
with infifl^pkawpre, the objects that are repre- ' 
fented toliis-jGonuderation* A fuperannuated co- 
qtjette, who leaves upon her toilet, her hair, h^r 
.eyebrows, and her teeth, before ihe goes to bed.; 
a beau of threefcore, who takes off, with his owni 
hands, one eye, and a pair of wbifkers, waiting 
fct bis valet tQ help hiip gff with his wooden arm 
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and wooden leg, that he may go to bed with the 
rtft ; and the After of this love]y Adbnisy who» by 
meanst of artificial lips and bubbles, paiTes for a la- 
dy of twenty- five :. I cannot^ Ifay> forbear laugh* 
ang, wich Zambulloj at thethoughts of three £i«b 
todgers ajl in the fame houfe. . 

Shifting the fcene^ I fee with plea/ure my good 
old Zanublo pierced to the heart with the cries of 
his wi^ in labour, and the unrdifhirbed repofe of the 
footman, who is the cauTe of all the pains ihe en* 
dur€s i and I greatly commend the diligence of that 
phyficia^, who is.drefiiog in fiich a hurry to vifit 
thebifhop, who has coughed above three times fince 
he went to bed. 

Exalted in that airy garret, methinks I fee the 
ifigenious author, who compMes a fyflem of all fo* 
c4al and civil virtues, and copies ail the praii^s and 
commendations that haye ever be^ beftowed on 
any m^n, for his perfonal merits oc the fame of 
his anceftors ; which he puts into a dedic^ion^ 
and though he has notas^yet any patron particular- 
ly in view, keeps them ready for market to any- 
one that W4ll bid for them,.. There are many ai»- 
thors to be fure, who eat the bread of flattery y hixt 
I amfurpriied %t the court^iady, who thialuogtte 
dedigation made to her BOt iu&ienty* drew up one 
herielf, and fent it to the author to have it pnnted* . 

Was I to pai^ the ftveets with mjt: companioetiis^ 
I ihould ce'rtaittiy bewail the hard fate «f th^ 
faithful Caftiliani, ihivering under a window, ani 
pouring forth his lon»re«complaints ^ w^lchis ibt^ 
^refs bewails, to the foft airs of her mkir^ tbe 
vhfevKX of his maU And in the otfa»r large ho»fe 
I perceive, greatly to my ediikatioo,^ a 'bsm^uxy ■. 
fiuDg with remorfe of cooicience^ refolvii^ to 
found a monaftery out of the unjuft gains he has 
made. He is ^certainly in the high rc^ to laiva* 
lion > iw having on'oe petfoinmed this vow^ he 
^ think* . 
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thinks all his firis are forgiven: Nor am I left 
pJeafed with the fcruples of that lady in her grand 
' cliraafteric, who marries a boy of Seventeen, 
that ftie may have what fhe wants, without re- 
morfe of confcience ; and I think her nuptials^ up- 
on that account, ought to have been celebrated 
with a n^.ore decent concert of mufic than bafons^ 
kettles, and fryingpans. 

The daemon having {hewed Don Cleofas feveral 
other entertaining objedls, that he might not clog 
him with too much variety, ftops fhort to make- 
him obferve the appearances of joy and fatisfa£tion 
In a great hotel) and relates to him particularly,., 
from beginning to end, the afFair of Leonora dc 
Cefpides. ; We muft allow. Sir, that Afmodeus 
tells a ftory welK The incidents of this romance 
are entertaining, the \*^inding up natural and in- 
terefting, and a moral runs through the whole* 
The innocence and credulity of Leonora, the love 
and ambition of Belllor, the artifices of Marcella, . 
the rage and indignation of Don Lewis, and every 
other chara<Ster there introduced, are reprefented 
according to the truth of nature ; for Afmodeus 
waJs certainly well acquainted with the various 
paffions and emotions of th,e human mind. 

After the recttal of' this hiftory, I return with 
frefli. pleafure, to partake of the new variety of 
fceneS' Afmodeus opens to his pupil, and which he 
comments upon with great judgment and pene- 
tration. In that hotel lives a booby of a lord, 
who, forfooth, would p^fs for- a Maecenas, In. 
order to acquire the chara<Sier of a patron of men 
of learning, he gives the ufe of one of his garrets 
to a di<fti6nary^maker. Some doors beyond ^hirny 
live? an experienced dealer in her way, a woman 
who is agent for a fociety of rich widows, and 
keeps a kind of regifter- office, containing an ac- 
coum of all the ftrangers^ who fucceffively come, 

to 
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to Madrid \ their parentage, their country, their 
age, their fhape, and complexion. Of tbefc ibt 
gives in a* lift to her cuftomers, who perufe this 
roll, and pitch upon whom they like ; and then 
this lady fets about procuring an interview. 

In another houfe you fee the devotees,* who arc^ 
in iiuch.a> hurry and ^larm about theflck if^c^uiiitof, 
a fcene extremely diverting ; one is preparing flops, 
and another fits at his pillow, taking care to keep^ 
warm his head and breeft ; thefe two are no doubt 
favourites of die holy fiacher^ The antichamber 
i^ crouded with other penitents, who hnng him 
diiFerent forts of remedies, every one praifing his 
own in particular, and dipping a. ducat into the . 
band of his fervaiit, begs of him, *• Laurence,- 
•* roy dear Laurence, recommend my bottle to 
•' your mafter above the others/' To make CleO'»- 
fas fenfible oFthe hs^^py condidom of an inquifitor, 
Afmodeus adds, Wa» I not a daemon, I would be 
aa inquifitor. 

Let us, Sir, accompany ZambuJlo to ^ pri* 
fons to which hie defired the daemon to convey, 
him ; and what think you, pray, of that gallant, 
who being caught as he was mounting by a ladder 
into a balcony, runs the rifk of being hanged for a 
houftbreaker, rather than fave his Bfe at the ex- 
penfe of hismiftrefs's honour, by owning the in*' 
trtgue ? He will be^ perhaps, the firft and laflr 
martyr of this kind, and I am facisfied won't find a 
man in France to imitate his example. 1 heartily 
pity that other innocent perfon, the unhappy groom 
of the chambers, who lies there accufed unjuftly of 
having ftolen a diamond, and could have wifhed, 
as Don Cleofas, that Afmodeus had let him atli-^ 
berty ; but I am mightily p^ea^ed with the reafoa 
he gives, why it is not in his power, when he tells 
him, that was he himftlf in prifon, he could not 
cfcape the handsofjoftice, without paying his ran- 

fom». 
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)fam. Mentioning another robbery, for which the 
toAn who committed it Iks likewise in prifon, he 
ieetos to ftrike the judges pretty hard. ^ Zambullo 
aiked him, if the man who loft tli^ pifloles has had 
them returned to htm ? Not at all, lays Afmodeus ; 
they are fo many ptoofs of the fed, and fuch wit- 
itcfie^ they aever part with; nor, indeed, does he 
iftiew more regaiti to the holy iniqiniitioii^ ^only 
that he Ipes^ of that fcvetend tribunal in a very 
Jow voice. 

Xhe diftial pro^efts of tjie>t>rt^s afe iucceed- 
!cd by ibenes moffc pl^fant. .t¥htt ^do you thint 
of ^ diftinguiKhed piety t>f Safn^ifuela, thatian*- 
^cOrous vulture, who took, fix hundred docs^ pre- 
mium for tbe loan of three btmdred and fortv ; but 
"would not tell the mon6y^ till he had firft oeen at 
imaft and heard a fermoR^ The Aeeiptng lady, who 
miftook her lover for lierfootanain, mtUft have been 
in gre^t confufton, at the difcovery ; and that cool- 
i^efs of behaviour her 'galknt (hewed upon the oc*- 
C^iton, is admirable, lie met the happy valet up* 
on the head of the ftairs; Ambrofe, faid he to 
him, flo not:go in, yoiir mifti^ defires you Ivill 
Jet her r^ a little longer. 

We ttilft the fc«ne oIkc more, and come to an 
hofpital for the reception of people who are luna- 
tic, or mitd.^ How many difiercnt kinds x>f mad- 
fUeCs do we there find proceeding hotn as various 
caufes ? That GaftiUaa newfmonger l»td bis brain 
difturbed by a paragraph in the news-papers, gi- 
ving an account that twenty-five S|>aniard8 were 
bedten by fifty Pol/tugtiefe. Don Bias is gone' mad, 
for being obliged to give back the dow^ry of hisde*- 
ceafed wife ; ah4 that poor fchoolmafter has crackl- 
ed his bmiQ in tdCtkrcbc^ zfter the paulo po/i JutU" 
rum of a Gr^eek verb. You fee women too con- 
fined here ; the wife of a totttitry-jufltce, who ran 
mad at being called 9 ctt, by a woman of qi^lity ; 
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^nd the wife of thetreafiircr of the council of the 
Indies, who has undergonie the fame fate, at be- 
ing obliged, in a narrow pafTage, - to make her 
coach go back, to give way to a Ducheft. 

Afmodeus then mews the iludent a number of 
people who deferve to have a place in bedlam, as 
much as they who are cdniined : As that rich wi- 
dow of a mafter- builder^ who bequeaths all fhe 
has to grandees, merely on account of their titles, 
and will leave nothing to a man, who, (he ac- 
4cnowledges, has done her very great Service, for, 
iear his name ihould be a difgrace to her laft will 
and teftament ; and I am hugely pleafed with that 
gallant cavalier of threefcore, who recounts the 
adventures of his youth to a young lady he is in 
love with, and expe6ls fhe will regard him for 
what he has been. I moreover like that good 
dean, who buys up jewels, trinkets, and all forts 
of rich furniture, that,, after his death, they may 
embellifh the catalogue of his inventory. You 
may judge of the other fools from thefe inflances* 

Afmodeus extends his obfervations even to the 
dead. He carries Zambullo to a trhurch /uU of 
lepulchral monuments, and gives him an account 
of the perfons for whom they are ereded. - Some- 
times he gives a very fliort character of the decea- 
{edy or only mentions the manner of their death. 
This is the tomb of a general officer, who at his 
return home, like Agamemnon, found an iSgifihus 
in his houfe. In another lies a courtier, who ne- 
ver troubled himfelf about any thing but attending 
the levee. And a little farther lies an old director 
of the Indies and his young wife, ftrangely ming- 
led together. . An apoplexy feized him juft as he 
was going to difinherit two children he^had by a 
former marriage ; and his wife died the next dkji 
out of vexation that her hufband did hot live three 
days longer. 

The 
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The daemon, by the poWcr he poHeiTed, makes 
Zambullo fee the departed fpirits of the dead, and 
am;)ng the reft, three famous adreflfes, %fa<»re exit 
was pretty e^traopdiftary. One died of a r«rfeit 
aftci-a debauch ; a fecond of envy at the appiatiles- 
gi^en another 'a^r^fi at her firft appearance upon 
the ftage ; and the third of a mifcarriage, after fhe 
had been a<^i|ig in the character of a Veftal. I 
queftion much if the pthyficians greatly like thoie 
pieces of reprefif ntation that < Afinodeus fhews the 
iludeht upon the wings of death ; and a man mufi: 
- have a diabolic irnaginatfon, to fuppofe young gra- 
duates in ^hyfic making th^r appearance there itt 
the prefence of death, who confers upon them 
their degrees. ' I would not advife a man of a iick- 
ly conftitution to fpeak of dodlors fo difrgfpedful- 

Obferve, Sir, how artfully Afmodeus changes 
the fubje6t ; and, to eiFace from the mind of his 
friend the melancholy impreffions occafiooed by the-, 
fight of death and the ghofts of the dead, introdu* , 
ces a hiftory founded on the efFe6fcs of the ftrength 
of friendihip. It is equally well told as the fto- 
ry of Count Belflor ; though, on account of the ^ 
tragical catallrophe, I am not ill pleafed to 
find it immediately followed by the chapter of 
dreams, which the daomon unfolds very often in a 
manner that approaches to reality. The dreams, 
for example, of the attorney and his wife do not 
much deviate from truth. The man dreams he is 
going to fee a client in the infirmary, and to fup- 
. ply him with fome of his own money ; and the 
woman is poflefTed with the imagination that her 
hufband is driving out of his houfe a ftrong ftout 
fellow of a clerk, of whom he is become jealous ; 
and the dream of that lady, who fancies that Ju« 
piter is fallen in love with her, and endeavoMjirs td 
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win her, under the appearance of a, (landiome;; 
page, . is not perhaps altogether chimmcal* 

I will not r«iv any thing. Sir, ypon^ the pbier- 
vations you wiil find on the feireral people, who pais 
in the day-^time through the ftreets of Madrid, 
nor ,on the fubjed of the redeemed captives. It is 
ftiil the fame Afinodeus Who (peaks, and continues 
his remarks, with the fame feofe and penetration* 
The work is finiftied in the manner in which it 
was begun, and the juditioiis reader will:find,. to 
the laft, ftrokes of the crutches, which h&may^ 
improve to his advantagi^ and edificaiiofif ^

|Tatelle ; acd that pcfterity will diftinguifti this age 
for the Age of ramatfces; and all fort of futility. 
They faj) moreover, that there is a ^eneiafdepra- 
vity of taile ; that thefe broken numbers are a real 
tax upon the public^ that by this^ me^ns a ronjaniCe 
is fwelled to an intwrable nze ; and that'afi a|ithbr 
is now afiually propofing a fcheme,' to divide one 
of them into tnree hundred and iixty-five parcels ; 
that he may be able to fiipply hi^ cuflomers every 
day in the year. B, Why, after the ihoufand and 
one nights, the thoufand and one days, the. ihou* 
&nd and one quarters of an -hour, and fo many o- 
tber thoufand and one things, \ think they myiy 
very well put up with a rom^ince fplit into no more 
than three hundred and fixty-five divifions.

i?. Yes, it is true. And men of difcernment, who 
are unprejudiced, fay now, that this inhibition is 
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of great fervicc to polite writing. That people ought 
to have fome ufeful end in view,, or not write at all. 
This IS their judgnient upon the afFair, and all tficv 
world come into their fentiments. A. But is not 
that which pleafes, at the fame tfme ufeful ? B. Yes, 
what gives pleafure \% fo far ufeful. But befides 
the utility' arifing only from pleafureV readers of 
tafte want fomething folid and inftrucHve, fome- 
thing that has its foundation laid in the real 
truth of manners.

Come, fet us put an end" ta this con- 
verfation. On^ may eafily perceive that you are a 
chimney belonging to ^ changebrokcr. You are 
a taftelefs, infipid creature^ and ignorant, in the 
fuperlative degree, of every thing cpncerning litera- 
ture ; your narrow genius^ does not r^ach beyond 
a fum in addition ; and 1 am ready to hang myfelf 
'for having been lb frie^ with you, as I have been.

£he ibon quitted her iavediv^s, and (H>mparing the 

offered fum with then ean:reco;npejifeJBie ejcpefied 

irom Pon Lewis, ibeeafily found it was more for her 

kitercft todraw Leonoia from hcrduty, than pre- 

ferve her in it; which engaged Ber,- after a lew

His 
word binds him ; than which nothing is more ia- 
cred to a man of honour. Befides, 1 am witnefs 
that he acknowledges you for his wife. Do not 
you know that fuch important evidence as mine,^ 
is fufficient to. condemn in a court of juftice, that 
lover who. fhould dare to perjure him&lf ? 

It was by fuch language as this, that the perfi- 
dious Marcella (hocked Leonora, who, fuffcring 
all refle<Sions of the danger that threatened her to 
wear off, in all fimplicity, a few days after, aban-* 
doned herfelf to. the Count's wicked intentions.

Belfldr^ thus divlded^betwixt l<)ve-and amfcitionj,. - 
did B6t Jtno^' to which "to incline : but though he . 
waa not yet refelved whether he fliduld^ marry Le-i 
ooora'or not>, ;hpi yet tletermined to g6 to her that > 
evening. . 

- Bdn- Lewls^, .on th& other ~fide; paffed the dayTs- 
m bontrtving'the reftor^tiomof his honour. The* 
con^undlu re - was., ve ry n ice^; to- h ave Tecourfe-ta 
the laws, was to pubKf6r his difhbnour ; befides^^ 
he .very naiKh feared that juftice might be on one 
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fide, and the judges declare on the other. Hedurft 
not throw himfelf at the King's feet; for believing 
that prince defigned another lady for the Count,, 
he was afraid it would be in vain.

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You have guefled right, faid the desril. Let as go 
on, and examine the reft; No, faid Le'andro, ie& 
us rather go to the women, fot I am impatient to 
fte them* L will coihply with your impatience 
prefently, replied the fpiritj but thcr& are two or 
three unfortunate people that I fhould be gkd to * 
feew you firft I perhaps you may improve by their 
misfortune.

In« 

ilead of growing old with a good grace, fhe was 

perpetusdly bemoaning the ruin of her icharms, and^ 

at lafl:, one day* happening to look into a glafs 

that did not flatter, fell mad.

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The hi/iory. vf Donna Emermdana* 


DOnna Emerenciana was the only daughter of 
Don Guillem Stephani, and lived at eafe at 
her father's hou(e in Siguen^a, till Don< Ximenes 
tie Lizana broke in upon her quiet, by the gal- 
lantries he put in prad^ice to plesdle her. She was 
not only fenfible of the cavalier's aifiduities, but 

^ was fo weak to help forward the ftratagems he em- 
ployed to get at the fpeech of her, and foon gave 
him her faith, and received his. 

Thirfe two lovers were of equal birth ; but the 
lady might pafs for one of the beft fortunes in 

* Spain, whereas Don Ximenes was no more than 
a younger brother. There was ftill another obfta- 
cle to their union. Don Guillem hated the fami- 
ly of Lizana \ which he ihewed but too plainly by 
his diicourfe, whenever that family was the iub- 
jeft of convcrlation.

•not hope to deceive n^e, added he, for I will lie 

/Concealed fofhewhere here, and obferve thee nar* 

xowly when thou giveft it to fcim ; and if thou 

fayeft a word. to him, or giveft hira the leaft figa 

/that may itake bijti iuipe£t the meflage, I willim- 

4pediately plunge thV dagger in thy heart* £me- 

,renctana knew ktr father's jtemper too wcjU to dare 

^o difcbey bitn* She gave ihe billet into the pa^'s 

^andsi as ufual* 

Stephani then put up the poignard, hut 4\d not 

^eave his daughter one moment all the day; he 

iwould not let her fpeak to any bod^out of his 

jlight, and managed fo weU, that Lizana could ne- 

^<^ve x^ i^foxma^on of th^ jfnare Uu^ sras laid for 
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him. The young genrieman was exa<3; tothc af - 
paintment. Scarce wa« he g6t withm the doonv 
when he found himfelf imniediattfy laid hold or\ 
fey thrfte luftjrfclloWs, who difarmed him-withojt 
givhig him an opportunity of defending hin-fdf,- 
gagged him for fear of his crying oUt; and tied his- 
hands ijehind him. At the iamc in(V:ant? they puK 
him, in this condition^ :il1to a coachy that had' 
been prepared for the ptirpcfe ; and aif three werit 
into it, to make fure of the -cavalier, whom they 
carried to Stephsni's country- feat, fituarcd at the 
village of^ M-edes, about four fhort leagues fronv 
iSigupju^. Th^ moment afrer^ Don Guillem fic ' 
.our hi another- topth, with his' daughter, tw/r 
•maids, and an old ill natured duenna, whonih; 
had hired that afternoon. He took with himthcv 
reft of'hri* family, except an old dotneflic, who 
kaew nothing of the carrying, away of Lii&ana. 

BefiDre day '.break th^y all arrived' at Micdes. 
Stephanas iirft cite was to (c€ Don Ximenei fis- 
sured in a- dungeon, which let in a (inafl glint** 
itiering by a. hole too ftrak for a man. to get 
through. He then order^ Julio, a ftnvant privy 
to his dcfigns, to give him no other nourifhment 
Aan bread and water, nor any other bed than 
ftraw,' and to fay to him every time he carried him 
his allowance : H^re, bafe feducety it is thus Don 
Gmlkm treats thofi that dart injure him. The craicl 
Sitilian ufcd his daughter with no leJs feverity ; he 
Ihut her up in a room that had no window, to- 
wards the fields, removed her woman, and gave 
her the duenna he had chofen for her gaoler; a- 
duenna that-. could not be parallelled in the world. 
iox tormenting young ladies comnwtted to her " 
-charge* 

In this mariner he difpofcd of the two lovers; 
but his intention was not to ftop there. H$ had 
rcfolved to. rid himfelf of Don XimeneSi.but ftiil. 
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he. farn would have comnii ted that crime with 
impunity i which however f*emcd prettv. difficuk 
to eft'eft. As ht> made ufe of- his own iervants to 
carry off the cavah'er, he couMnot hope that afa<^, 
known tofo many, could perpetually remain a fe- 
cret..!. What then was to be done to cfcsape the 
purfitits of juftice ? He determined upon ah expe- 
dient,- which fhewed hinxto be a complete villain. 
He' called together his accomplices into % fmaH 
houfs.ieparate ftoAi the caftle. He told them how 
pjeafed he was with their zeal, and, in acknow* 
ledgment, promifed them a large reward, after he 
had entertained them. lie made them fit down 
to table^ and, in the midft of the entertainment, 
JuKo poifoncd them by his order.

Howev«q fetting a good face upon 
the matter, he a(ked the commandant 'whom his ^ 
Imfinefs was with ? With-yourfelf,- anfwered the 
' officer. You arc charged with carrying away Don 
Ximenesde Lis&ana» I amt)tdered to make a ftri^l 
fearch for that gentleman all over your Calllc, and^ 
to iecure your perfbn. > Stephani) beirig convinced ^ 
by this aniwer ihat^ho \vas undone, fell into a 
violent rage. - He^Srew-out a pairof piftols, inftft- 
ed he .would not fufFer his houfe to be fearched, 
and threatened to (hoot the con>mand<int if- he dkl 
not prefehtly draw oflF with^-his meH.^ The cap- 
tain, defptfinrg his threats, advanced upon the Si- 
cilian, who let off a piftol at him, and woclnd- 
ed him in the face. But that wound coft the 
rafli-man that gave it his life j for two o#, three 
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afchiers.fired^updn him that inftanV and, to re- 
venge their officer, laid him dead upon, the ^tk 
As' for Julio, he furrendered him fclf without any 
xeii&^nqcy and did not giv« them the trouble of 
iiking wl^ether Don Ximenes was in ihe. caflle, 
\iut conffffed* every thing: however, {being hi? 
mt^^X lifelefs, he threw all the villany' upon, him* 
* bl ibo£t, he took the commandant and his 
archers to the dungeon^ where they fouad Lizana 
fail bound, lying upouftraw. The poor gentle- 
man, who lived in continual expcdation of death, 
tlitought thai {o many men in arms were not come 
thither upon any other defign than to kill him i but 
was agreeably furprifedt^ find that they, wJbom hie 
took foif his executioners^ were his 'deUverers. 
When they had unbound and brought him out of 
the dungeon, he thanked them for his deliverance^ 
and afked them how they came to knpw he was a 
prifooer thx^re.

aiKl molt cru^l tcrments, and that he. wasi the 
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horrid contriver of the fire ; zni^ revolving, to gd 
to the bottom, of the affair, fent me an order to 
RetortUlo, vrbere I live, . to mount, and haften 
hither ivithray Jbrigade* iit order to. feareh for youy 
and brifig Don GuiUem alive or ddad. 1 perform** ^ 
ed my commiffion^ in> whati relates to yo4i, with 
fucceir; but am very ferry it is out of my power to 
carry the criminal to Smguen^a alive. He put us 
under a neceflity of killing him by the refiftance 
he made. 

The ofl&cer^ having ended his flory tbif«^ feid 
to Don Ximenes -, Signior .Gavaller^ I rni going 
to draw up informations of all that ha^happened 
here; after which we will fet out,, in order t«, 
comply with the impatienccyou muft be in of rid- 
ding your femily of the Uneafinefs they feel upon 
your account. Sir, cried Julio$ I will furnifh you 
with frefh matter to .enlarge your informiition. 
You have ftill another prifoner to fet at liberty. 
Donna Emerenciana is (hut up in a dark room, 
where a mercilefs duenna is continually mortifying 
her, and never allows her a moment's reft., O 
Heaven,, cried Lizana, the crueli Stephani then 
was not fatisfied with exercifmg his barba»ty up- 
on me only ! let us go this mome\nt ^nd tiellver 
that unhappy lady from the tyranny of her gover- 
nance. 

Thereupon Julio carried the commandant, and 
Don Ximenes, with five or fix archers, to tbecham- 
bcr which ferved Don Guilkili'd daughter for a 
'prifon. They knocked at the door, and the duen»- 
na came, and opened it.

ror Agrkan, nor Q^een Marphi£i : your valour is. 
able to defend me againft all the force of the uni«

, At this ^ttravagant difboarie, the officer and' 
archers could not .help laughing* But it was far 
otherwife with Don Ximenes, who, fenfibly af« 
iiided to fee his miftrefs in (o fad a condition for 
his fake, was, in his turn, near Infihg his fenies. 
However he ftill ftattered hitnfelf, (he might be 
brought to herfelf 5 and In thi« hope, tny dear E- 
merenciana, fdid he, with a' tender air, foe here 
your Lizana^ Recoiled your wandering thoughts.

Upon this, he took out of his pocket an ink- 
horn- ami papery and, having written ' what" he 
thought proper, ;prefenteihis hattd tor Angelica to 
help Mt to go ddwn into the court-yard 5 where, 
by the care of the Paladins, tbey found a coach 
with four mules ready to let out. He put the hdy 
and Don Ximenes into ^ it, and then went in him^ 
felf ; he took ihp 'duenna with hint too, whofe de-^ 
pofltioh he thoagbt. the cbrregidor wopld be glad 
of.

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daughter with his ipcnaces,: which at laft made her 
run mad.

And in the third lies an 
old prelate, too foon hurried out of the world by 
making his will in perfe<£t health, and reading it 
to his domeftics, to whom, like a good ihafter, he 
had bequeathed le|;acies. But his cook was too 
much in hafte for his. 

In the foiu-th maufoleum refts the body of a 
courtier, who never gave himfelf any trouble but 
to make his court. For fixty years he was every 
day feen at the levee, dinner, and fupper of the 
King", who loaded him with favours as the reward 
of his affidpity. But, really, iaid Don Cleofos, 
was this man good for any thine elie ? For no kind 
of thing, anfwered the devil : He was laviih of his 
offers of fervice, but never in his lifetime kept hia 
word.

But yefl^rday that jady fent ta- acquaint, me^ 
that (he defired to fpeak with me at her houfe*. 
I went ( flie^iked'Whyl feenaed^ avoid hen -At 
laft I was forced to difcover the true caufe ; belie- 
ving that after (hat dqclaratipn flie. woifbi approve, 
my intention of always flying the fight.uf her ; biUr* 
hy a fiintaftical turn of my ill ftars : ShaU J. -tell 
you? Yes, Mendo^a* I. mwft tell yoq, I founds 
Donna Theodora ftrongly prepoflefled with a pat 
iion fbr^mev^ • ' ♦* ««- • - »» >• -* 

Though Don Fadri^ue was. the beft naturad and 
moft reasonable man. m the world, he wa$ feizcd^. 
vfith.a fit of rage at theft woid&'j'and here inters 
rupting his iriend : Holdj^Doa Juan*, faid he,^ 
rather- pierce my breaft than pur fue this' fatal. reci- 
tal. You are not contenttd with owning yourfelf 
my .rival, .but alfo inform. me that ihe lavc^you : : 
Juft heaven, what is it that you venture to impart 
to me ! You put our ffien^lfhip tatcro fevere a. tri- 
al. But why db I fay our fricmlflxip ? you have, 
long fince violated it by encouraging the perfidious . 
fejitiments you have now- declared to me. 

How much was I miftaken! 1 thought you ma-* 
fter of a generous great roul, but find you a faith- 
lefs friend^ fmce.you can entertain a piUUon which 
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wounds me ; I am finking under this unexpe^ed 
blow, which I feel the heavier for being given by 

a hand In the name of God, do me more ju- 

ilice, Mendoca, interrupted the Toledan in his 
turn» and allow yourfelf a moment's patience; 
I am not a falfe friend : hear me, and you will re- 
pent calling me by that odious name. 

He then related what had pafled between the 
widow Qifuentes and him ; the tender owning of 
her paffion, and the perfuafions (he uf:d to engage 
him to yield without icruple to bis love. . He re- 
j)eated his anfwer ; and/ as he advanced in tbe re- 
lation of what a firm refolution he difcovered, by 
the fame degrees Don Fadrique perceived his anger 
to wear off. At laft, adds Don Juan, fricndlbip* 
carried it from love, and I refufed to give my faith 
to Donna Theodora.

far from hating you, I feel my tendernefs for you' 
increafe each minute. Can you renounce the pof- 
feffiort of Donna Thetxlbfa ? Can you offer up- 
to friendship fucH a facrifice ; and muft not I' be 
touched with it ! Can you conquer your k)ve; and 
fhall .not I make an efFoit' tb reftrain mine t I 
ought tocquklyou in generofity : Don Jiian, fol- 
low the inclination which draws you ; marry the 
widow Cifuentesi ; \tt k\y heart, if it will, figh. 
Mcndo^a begs it of youl ; * v 

You prefs me in ^kin, teplied* the 7^oIci3an ;•. 
Itronfefs I have a* violent p^ffion for her; but ydiir 
repofe is dearer to^ me' tnaii my own happinefe.* 
Ought then, anfwered Don Fadrique, Donna^ 
Theodora's r^pofe to be indifferent ?' Let us not 
flatter oiirfelves; the inclination fhe has for you 
decides iriy fa:e. Though y^u (hould remove- 
yourfelf, thdtigh, to yfeld her to nre, you flioiild- 
ipend a deplorable life ih faf-diftant' c6un tries, 
I fhould never be the better fbr it ; ' fince, as flie' 
never yet Was'p!€afed With nfte, (he never will:' 
Heaven has referved her for you alone 5 (he lov^ed 
you fror^ xhe fifft moment (he faw you 5 in a^ 
word, (he ckntidt be happy without your Accept- 
then th^* hand Which (he o(Fers,'aGcompli(K her 
and yb«r O'wi'i dcfires, leave nie to my ill fortune ; • 
and do not» make all three miferable, ^Jvhen <Jnc 
may exhauft ^11 the rigour 6f deftiny* ' •'• 

Afmodeus was here obliged to interrupt his dif- 
cotirfe, to hearken to the, ftudcnt, who fai^. 
What you tell me is Airprifing'; are there really a- 
nypfeople in the world of this extraoi^m6ry cha-" 
raster ? I fee no friends in" the world who -do. hot ^ 
quarrel, •! do not ^ay for fuch' miftrefTes as Theo-'^- 
dora, but even for errant jilts. Can a' lover ' 
renounce the obje£l: he adores, and by whom he is 
beloved, for the fake of a friend ! I n«ver thought:^^ 

that 
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'that ppfllble but in a romance: the^nature of 
which is to give us-cnen as they ought to be, not 
.as they are. I agree with you, aqiwered the de- 
vil, it is very uncommon 5 but it is not only to be 
found in romaiices, but in the fublime^ nature 
of man, ^ad that finqe the deluge, in which com- 
pafs I have known two inftances of it befides this. 
But to x^tix^ti to our ftory. 

The two friends continutd to^facrifice-^heir paf- 
fion ; and the one refolving not to yield in point of 
g«nerofity to the- other, their amorou^^ fentiments 
xemafne$i fi^fpended fqr fprae days. They ceafed 
K0 fpeak of Donna The'bdora ; they durft not.nien- 
tion her name. But whilft friendfhip thus triu(i^>h- 
cd over love in the city of Valencia ; love, as 
.though he would i^venge himielf, reigned at ano- 
ther place with a tyrannic fway» and forced an ab- 
ioiute obedience without the lead refiftance. . 

Donna Theodora abandoned herfelf to that ten- 
der paffion at her r feat of Villa Real) fituate near 
the fea s fhe incelTantly. thought of Don Juan, and 
.could not but hope flie ibould marry him^ though 
fhe h?i4 nQ reafpn to eafpeft it, ^fter the rigid fen- 
timents of friendfhip for Don Fadrique which he 
idiicovered« 

One day, after fim-iet^ asfhe was walking on 
^he fea-fide with one 0/ her women, fhe perceived 
^ fmajl ihailop juft jg^t to {bore. At firft fight, 
there ieemed to be on board fetren or eight very ill- 
looked fellows ; but after having looked on them 
nearer, and obfetVed them ^ with* more attention, 
Ihe cpncluded. that (he had miflaken mafks for 
faces s accordingly they were.reaUy mafked, and 
armed with fworqs gnd bayonets.^ 

She trembled at their frightful aJpe<S):s, and from 
thence fearing tbat tbedeilent which they were go- 
ing to make.boded no good, fhe returned haflily 
towards her houfe.

At this fight they made (b much hafte to get but to 
lea, th|it all the cavaliers ^eavours were in vain.

quaint Donna Theodora with this iiews. At a 
good diftance they obfeived a very great number 
of people on the fea-ftore, who feemed engaged a* 
^inft one another ; and not doubting but that 
it was as diey foared^ they %urfed on mk korfs^ 

full 
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full Ipee^ to oppofe Don Alvaro's projeA. Bat 
whatever haftc they could make, they arrived only 
foon enough to be witneffes.of the rape, which 
they defigned to have prevented. 

In the mean time Alvaro Ponce, trufting to the 
fuccefs of hiis audacious attempt, made off from the 
coafl; with his prey ; and his {hallop reached a 
fmall armed vefftl, which expe<Sted him out at 
fea. It is not poifible to he fenfible of a greater 
forrow than that which Mendo^a and Don Juan 
felt. They poured out a thcufand imprecations a- 
gainft the raviflier, and filled the air with com- 
plaints as lamentable as vain. All the domeftics of 
Donna Theodora, animated by fuch excellent ex- 
amples, did not fpare their tears. The Ihore rc- 
founded with mournful cries : rage, defpair, and 
defblatipn reigned on the melancholy ftrand ; nor 
did the rape of Helen occafion a greater confterna- 
tion in the Spartan court. 
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Of the hroil betwixt a tragic and camic author. 

HEre the ftudent could not help interrupting 
the devil : Signior Afmodeus, faid he, 
though thts ftory you are telling is extremely 
moving, yet I am not able to refift my earneft tie- 
fire to know the meaning of what I there fte. 
I difcerri two men in their (hlrts in a chamber, 
* pulling and tearing each other by the throat and 
hair, and feveral men in their nightgowns endea- 
vouring to part them. Pray tdl mc what all that 
bufile means. The devil, who endeavoured to 
oUige him in every thing, without delay fatisiied 
Hs requeft in the following manner, 

Thoie perfons whom you fee fighting in their 
fkirtSy are two French authors \ and thol^ who are 
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parting them, are two Gi^rmans, a Dutchman 
and ail Itailan, lodged all in the fame inn, which 
is frequented by none but foreigners. One of 
thefe authors writes tragedies, and the other come- 
dies. The firft, iipon fome difguft he met with 
in France, crouded bim/elf into the Trench ^mbai^ 
/ador's retinue -, and the other, discontented with 
Jiis circumft^tnces at Paris, came to Madrid in 
queft of a better fortune. 

The tragic writer is a vain ijifolent fellow^ who, 
in fpite of the moft (pndble part of the public^ h:»s 
gained a great name in k'i9 own country. To 
Jceep his mufe in breath, he writes cycry day. 
Not being able to fleep this night, he began a 
lay^ whole plot is taken from Homer's Iliad, 
rie has finished but one fcene } and iiis leaft fault 
being that of the reft of the poets, an impertinent 
inclination to pefter other people with their per- 
formances, he rifes, fnatches up his candle, and 
in his fhirt Jcnocks very hard at the chamber- door 
of the comic author 5 who, making a better ufe of 
his time, was got into a found 0eep ; but foon 
.waking at the noife, he opened the door to the o- 
jther, who laid,' entering the room like a man'pof- 
fefled. Fall down, my friend, fall at my feet, and 
adore a genius which Melpomene has honoured. I 
have juft brought forth lome ^verfes t ■ ■' But 
.why do I fay I have juft done it ? It is Apollo him- 
felf that di£lated fhem to me. If I were at Paris, I 
would this day read them from houfe to houfe, and 
I wait only for day-light to charm Moniieur the 
ftmbaiiador, and all the French at Madrid with 
them. But before I ihew them to any body, I will 
l^epeat them to you. 

I thank you for the preference, anfwered the 
^omic author, with a powerful yawn ; but the 
i^orft of it is, that you have chic^feh an unfeafodable 
f ipic, for I ywJQjt tp bed fo lat^, tl^at 1 am ovcr- 
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powered by fleep, jmd fo cannot promife to hear 
all the verfes you have to repeat, without nod- 
ding. Oh, I tVilJanfwer for that, replied thetra^ 
gic author j though you were dying, the icene 
which I havejuft now written would revive you. 
My verfification is not a rhapfody of ftale common-' 
thoughts and trivial exprcffioris,- fupported barely 
by rhtme ; it is a nobfe nvaftuline poem, which' 
moves the heart, and ftrikes the intelleft. I am 
rtone of thofe poctafters whofe wretched moderrr 
compofitions pais over the ftage like fo many ^ 
ghofts, and then ^ to Utica ta divert the Afri- 
caiisr My pieces, worthjr to be confecrated withh^ 
my ftatue in the Kbrary of Apallo Palatinus, are' 
crouded the thirtieth night. But: let us, added- 
our modeft poet, come to the Verfes I ij^tend to* 
give you a fampte of. .* 

This is my tragedyy The death of Patfocbisi- 
Siexie the firft. Bri%is and other of Achilles*s cap- 
tives appear tearing their hair, and beating their^ 
breads, t6 expreis their grief for the death of Pa- 
trodua. Wholfy unable to fupport themfelves^^ 
being uttdrly difjjirited by dd|)air,#they fall down^ 
on the ffage. This you will fay is ftriking a bold^ 
flxoke :- but it is what I aim at. Let your little 
geniufes keep within the bounds of imitation, 
without daring to go an inch out of the coenmon- 
road. With all my heart* Their fearfulneft is 
prudence. As for me, I love novehy, and, in" 
my opinion^ in order to move and tranfport fpec- 
tators,. one muft prefent them with new unex^ 
pe£led incidents^ 

Well then, the captives' are upon ilie ground 5-1: 
Phoenix, Achilles's governor, is with them to' 
help tht^m one after another to ii!fc, and then o-- 
pens the drama/ with thefelines.- 
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Priam Jhall lofe his Hc^ior and his Troy j. 
Achilles to revenge his friend fref ares : 
See glittering through the air^ on every fide^ 
iPikeSy lances^ helmetSy cuirajfesy and darts* 
The rattling hail in lefs abundance pours* 
The Greeks all fwear fappeafe Patroclus* ghojt^ 
Fierce Agamemnon^ and divtne Camelus, 
Old honoured Nejlor^ equal to the godsy 
Leontes^ dexterous at the T(iana^d Jpear^ 
Strong Diomede^ and Jilver-tongua XJlyffisy 
And fee ! Achilles conns — godlike he driven • 
His fieeds immortal towards Trofs proud walls^ 
And leaves the dijlanc^d winds far off behind \ 
Then thus he Jhouiing cries ■ * O vigorous ract^ 

PodarguSy Xanthus^ Baliusy quick aduana ! 
Ajnd when with fpoil and carnage we are tir'dy 
Hajle to regain our camp^ — hut not without sour Tna-^ 
Fleet Xdntbus bows his necky and thus repUeSy \Jler^ 
For Juno gave him Jpeich — AchilleSy inoiUy 
Tour faithful horfes Jhall y^ur will obey j 
But your dark hour of fate is drawing near,. 
He fpoke '^dnd now the wir^ed chariot fSes.. 
Tb^ exulting Greeks beholdy and, Jhouting loudy 
IVith founds of joy Jhake all th^ adjacent coaji^ 
Drefs^d in Vulcanian arms the conquering prince 
Appears more glittering than the raorning'flary 
Or than the fun commencing his career y 
JVhen he moves on to blefs we world with day ; . 
He flames like fires which on fome mountain-top 
Are made at flight by the rejoicing Jwains* 

I flop here, continued the tragic author^ to give 
you a moment's breathing ;. for if I fhould repeat 
the whole fcene at once, the too great multiplicitjr 
of (hining pafTagfcs and fublioie thoughts- would o-- 
vercome you. Obferve the beauty and juflice of 
that cgmparifon ; As bright as fires made on the top 
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ef a mounidn at night. Every "body will not dif-: 
ccm it : but you, who have wit and juft knk^ ' 
*you, I fey, ought to be raviflied with it. I am, 
ooubtlefs, anfwered the comic poet, with a mali- 
dous fmile ; nothing is fo fine,* and I hope you will 
not forget, in your tragedy, the care which Thetis 
took to drive away the flies from Patroclus's body. 
Do not think to make a jeft of it, replied the tra- 
ic poet. A ftilful writer may venture any thing, 
Tiat pa(&ge perhaps of the whole piece is capable '^ 
of affording the fineil verfes,..and I afiure you £ > 
ftall not mifcarry in it. 

All my works', added he, as you fee, are f|amp«* 
ed with the image of venerable antiquity; and'^ 
when I read them, obfervd how they are applaud- - 
ci ! I ftep at every^verfe to receive their due prai- 
les. I remember 1 one day read a tragedy in a ^ 
hpufe at Paris, where «the bcauX'^efprits go^at din- 
ner-time, and where without vanity I do not pafe ^ 
for a Pradon.- The old Counteft of Villebrune - 
was there, who has an admimbie and nice tafte-- 
I am' her fevouritc poet : ftie wept heartily at the ■ 
fl'rfl fcene; called for* a ffef^ handkerchief at the^ 
febond aft; did nothing but fob at the third ; grew ' 
fiek at the fourth ; and at the cataftrop^c 1 thought 
fhe would ' haye.txpircd with the- hero* of^ the - 
piece* 

At thefe words the imerrycottrfc auth6r^*h6we^- 
ver defitous to keep his gravity, could^not contain ' 
fitom burftihg. into a laugh : Ay,, faid he, I very ' 
well remember that Coumefs's humour ; fhe is a ^ 
wobian who cannot b^r comedy ; Ihe ha? fuch ah ^ 
otler averfiort for ft, that fheruns otit of the' box- 
as-foon a»'thb muiic>h!itt done, to vent all hef' 
grief i" Tragedy is her favourite paffion.; let the-' 
play bi? good or bad, provided there be unTiapj:^ lo-^ 
vers in it, you arc fure of that laJdy's company ; and - 
to^ be free with you, if I wrote ferious poeitts*^^

fhould be. gla4 of other applauders than her Lady*

Oh I have others alfo, faid the tragic poet : I 
have the approbation of a thouiknd peifons of qua- 
lity of bath iexes. . ■ ■ I ihould verymuch mif- 
4^ruft the applaufe of flich people, interrupted the 
comic writer. I fhould be very cautions of ftand^ 
ing by their jadgments ; and 1 will tell you why i. 
Such fort of fpe£tators are generally abfent while, 
a piece is readings and are taken by the beauty of 
a verfe or fine fehtitnent. This is enough to chal-^ 
lenge their commendation of a whole work, o- 
therwi^ very imperfeft. On ^he other hand, a 
few flat hard verfes (hock them, and there needs* 
no more to make theoi pafe. condemnation upon, 
an excellent piece. 

Well then, replied the grave author, flncte youi 
would have- me diftruft fuch judges, I truft theme 
to the applauie o^ the pit. Pray, if you pleafe,^ 
zeplied the other, do not talk to me of your, 
pit ; they are too fantaftical in their decifions > 
they are ibmetimesfc grofsly miflaken at theplav-^ 
ing of new pieces, that they ihall continue, tor* 
two whole months together, inchanted with a bad. 
play. Indeed when it comes out, their eyes are o- 
pened, and the author is damned after fucb fuccefe.. 

That is a misfortune I am in^no danger of^t 
fiud the tragic writer ;. my works ace printed as 
>Dften as played. . I own> indeed, it is not fb as ta 
comedies, they being but trifles^ wretched, feeble 
productions of wit. ■ Not fo faft, ^good Sir^ 
interrupted the other author,, ftop a little, if you 
pleafe ; ypu do not iee, yo^ grow warm. I l^*« 
ieech you fpeak of comedy with a little leis con* 
tempt. Do you believe a comic piece lefs difficult 
to write than a tragedv^ or that it is eafier to mak€^ 
well-bred people laugn than cry? Undeceive your* 
Id4 and be i^red that an ingenio(|s fubjed,^ 

which. 
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which turns on the manners of mien, does not coft 
kfs pains than the fineft heroic poem. 

Igady faid the tragic poet, with an air of raille*^ 
ry^ I am furpriie^ to hear you expreis yourfelt 
thus : but, Monfieur Calidas, to avoid all diipute^ 
I will for the future like your works, though 
I have hitherto defpifed them. I do not value 
your contempt, Monfieur Giblet, baftily returned 
the comic author v and to anfwer your iniblent 
airs, I will now tell yoii, in my turn, wh^t I 
think of the verfes you have juft recited.. They, 
^re ridiciOous, and the thoughts, though takeir 
out of Homer, are ncverthelefs Hat. Achilles, 
talks Xa his horfes, and his horfes anfwer him ^. 
that is a mean low image, as well as the compari* 
fjB of the fire the pea&nts make on a mountain^ 
To pillage the anciepts in this manner, is not ta 
do them any honour. They indeed abound with 
admirable beauties ; but more ibnfe and a better 
tafle> than you have, are requifite to make a happy 
choice of what ought to be borrowed from them*. 

Since your genius is not fufficiently eles^ated^ re* 
plied Giblet> to diicern the beauties of my poem,, 
and to pupiih your raflmefs in prefuming to criti* 
Cife <on my icene, you fh^ll not hear a line more ' 
of it. I have been too feverely ^^uniihed, returned 
Calidas, in hearing the beginning. It becomes 
you indeed very well to deipiie my comedies F 
Know then, that the very worft I could ever write> 
will always appear far faperior to your bei^ pieces 
Afiure youifelfy it is much eafier, ta take a flig)(|p 
and ibar on lofty fubje£is, than to hit upon a de- 
licate nice raillery. 

Thanks to my flars, iaid the ferious writer dif* 
dainfully, if I have the misfortune not to be ap- 
proved of by you, I ought to be very eafy under it.. 
The court thinks more favourably, of me, thaa 
youj and the peniioa it voucb&fed •"**- Do not 

think 


^ 
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think to dazzle me with ysdur court-^nfibns, in<» 
terrupted Caltdas ; I know too well how they are 
obtaihecl, to value your '>^orks at all the morfe lor 
that : afid to prove that I am convinced it is eafier 
to write tragedies, when I return to France, rf I^ 
do not fucceed in comedies, I will defcend to the 
writinjg of tragedy. 

For a farce-fcribbler,, interrupted the graVe zvt^ 
thor, 70U have indeed a great deal of vanityr For ' 
a i|k>ft wretched verfifier, faid the comic author, 
' you have realty an extravagant o^Rnion of yourfelf. 
You. are an infolent fellow, replied the other j I' 
tdl you, diminutive Monfieur Calidas, if I was 
not in your chamber, the.cataftrc^he of this adveit** - 
tture (hould teach you how tarefped the bulking. 
Oh, let not^hatconfideration wlth^hoid you, great 
Monfieur Giblet, anfwered Calidias ; if you have- 
a mind to light, I wiU engage you here as readily 
as any where elfe, ^ 

At thcfc words they tore one another by, tlie-* 
diroat and hair, and. both boxed very warmly,, 
without fparing each other. An Italilui,. who }ay; 
in the next room, heard the whole dialogue, and 
by the noife oftthe blows concluded they werefight-- 
ing ; be then rofe, ,and though an Italian, out of' 
compaifion for them,, called, up the houie. A 
Dutchman and two Germans^ wbohi ^ou fee ia« 
raorning-gowns, came along with theutalian, to ^ 
y part the combatants. 
^This is a very pleafant fray,.faid-Don Cleofas ; . 
wt, by what 1 fee, it is plain that the tragic au-' 
thors in France think themfelves much more con- - 
iiderable rtten than thofe who write comedy. TJn-r 
doubtedly, angered Afmodeus, the former flippofev- 
' them&lves as much above the latter, - as the heroes > 
of their tragedies are above the footmen in the co- 
mic plays. Upon what ^ pretence can they found • 
their arrogance i. replied, the ftudentj is^ it thilt. 
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it Is more difHcuk to write a tragedy than a come-^ 
dy ? Your queftion, anfwered the devil, has bceu 
an hundred times debated^ and is ftill every day^' 
My decifion of it, without offence to fuch of man- 
kind who are of a different fentiment, is this ; that 
•to form an excellent plot for a comedy does not re- 
quire a lefs effort of genius than to lay the fineft 
plan in the world for a tragedy ; for if the latter 
were the more difficult, we muft then conclude^ 
that a writer of tragedies would be mote capable 
of making a comedy than the beft comic author^, 
which would not agree with experience. Thefe 
two forts of poems then reqiiire a different genius^, 
but equal ikill. 

Let'us end this digreffion, continued the devil> 
and I will i:eaffume the thread of my ftory, whicb 
you interrupted. 

CHAP. iVL 

The continuation and conchfton of the Jiory of the

T Hough Donna Theodora's fervants could not 
hinder her being forced away, they yet cou- 
rageoufly oppofed it, and their lenftance was fatal

It is enough, replied Mezzomtortoj leave yoiir; 
work, and follow me..! will-'ordcr it that you ftialK 
fpeak with this beautiful flave alone ; but have a^^ 
aare how you abufe the trufl:, which if you do,- 
your raftnefs {hall be punifhed by tortures un- 
known even to Turks thetnfslves.

{he was onlj influenced by tl^p averdon fto him* 
which die prefent condition pf the Toledan ha4 
iolptred. 

; in the mean time the cbirurgcon prepared to 
examine and probe the wounds.

A|i^ Mendo^^a^ cried ^e9:infivieoQed, by, a g^ne-r 
rous tranfport, let your wound be drefled, it i^ not 
perhaps more dangerous than that of your friend* 
Oh, yield to our care of ybur life; and ^f 1 can- 
not malte you. happy, at Icafl I wHl not ^ejEliow 
that felicity on anjOther j ^t|ut t)ut o^.^copipaffipn 
and tendernefs for you, I will with*bold the h^ad 
which I defigned to give Don Juan, and offer to 
you the fame facrifice wi\ich he has made you. 

Don Fadrique was going to rfply,.but the d^i*- 
rurgeon,..aftravl that fpeaking.mightrpreju41pe hia>^ 
obliged! hinv' to iilehcc^ and fearched bis wound, 
which he judged mortal, by rejrfbn the fword had 
pierced the upper part of his lungs, as he/.concIu-, 
dcd from his exceffive flux of ^odj^^ t^e jCoi;>^- 
quence of which was > very much to be feared. 
As fooA^s he had dreiiied the gentlemen^ he caufed 

them 
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them to .be carried to his own cabtii) to repdfc 
them on two beds, one next the other ; and con- 
duced ponn^i Theodora thither, whofe prdferfcc 
he thought woirid not be prejudicial to them . '

I'muft acquaint you through whar rlicahders of 
fate I was^ condu£ied to this fatal fhore, where I 
have tainted myfelf vvirh mv friend's blood and 
with my own. You muft oe in pain to khbw 
how I could take.Don Juan for Don' Mva'ro, bttt 
I^ win* immediately 'infomr' you, if tH^ ^ii^aH. re- 
mainder 'dflifc ^m allow me to mdkc that mdah- 
choly dffcovery. ' 

-Stime hours tiftcr the (hip in "^'hich I Was had 
quitted that wherein I left Don Juan, we met a 
French privateer, which attacked and took the 

1 unis 
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Tunis fhip, and fet us on fhore at Alicant. I was 
no fooner at liberty, than I thought of rapfoming 
Don Juan» to which end i Went to Valencia ana 
raifed money ; and on advice that at Barcelona 
there were icveral monks of the order for the re- 
demption of flaves ready to fet out for Algiers, I 
refolved not to lofc this occafion. But before I 
left Valencia, I entreated Don Francifco de Men*

Madam, laid Mendoca, this news gives mc 
pleafure : my friend will the foon^ be happy > 
follow without reftraint the guidance of your mu- 
tual paflion. I fee with joy the -moment approach- 
ing, which will remove the obftacle your com- . 
paifion and his gencrofity have raifed to prevent 
•your mutual happinefs. May all your days be 
fpent in repbfe and unfon, >vhich the jealoufy of 
fortune may not dare to drfturb. Adieu, Madam ; 
adieu, Don Jtian $ vouchfafe both of you fome- 
times to remember a man, who never loved any 
ib well as you. 

The lady and the Toledan, Inftead of anfwer- 
ing,' redoubling their tears, Don Fadrique, who" 
•perceived it, and found brmFelf yery ill, thus con- 
ti»jied : I grow too tendbr ; death has " already 
furrounded me, and I forget to ftipplfcate*the di- 
vine goodnefs, to pardon my having Shortened. ^ 
life, which it alone ought to have diipofed of.

I am' examining* the iace' of ftfiave, faidthe ftu- 
dttit^-who by bis^ir (eemschai^med<lvith^bding no 
longer expofed to t^e bitftinado* The'ciaptive you 
rare looking at, aftfwered ^tbedevil, <has greafjrea- 
'ion to be rejoiced at his deliverance.; for heknow9 
•that an old aunt, 'AVhofe fole heir- he is, is jCifl: 
dead,- af)d that he is goins^ tO'enjojr»afplandid for- 
tunet This is the'cifcimftance^^bioirib agreeably 
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takes up his thoughts, and gives him the air of fa- 
tisfaftiori you obfervc in bim. • » 

But it is not fo with the unfortunate cavalier 
that is next to him. A cruel' une^rtnefs ihceflantly 
torments him, and this is the cauieof it. At the 
time he was. taken by 4i pirate of Algiers in paff- 
ing from Spain to Italy, he loved, and was belo- 
ved by a fair lady J whofe fidelity he fufpedis was 
not proof againft the impatience and uncertainty 
of his return.

That tail yooth's -name is Fabricio ; fcarce was 
he fifteen when his father, a rich hulbandman. of

But befoce'Jiie Mt 
Salamanca,; he took. care, to have a letter left with

jdigious a progrefs, as well by hi$ application, ad
